Probably the first Revolutionsry veteran to settle 
within the limits of Hillsdale Country, Michigan, was 
Daniel Cids, a native of Ashford, Conn., and the son of 
James Ould, also a Revolutionary soldier. Michigan lands 
were onee proposed for bounty lands for Revolutionary 
veterans, but unserupulous surveyors had pronounced the 
state uninhabitable, without troubling themselves to in- 
vyostleate, sad the projec: was given upe However, che 
falsehood was later exposed and many of these older men 
came with their sons inte the new country. 


Among them wes Daniel Glds. His father James Culd, 
hed ansvered the Lexington Alarm in 1775, and the next 
year Daniel himself enlisted in the colonial army. He 
served as s private in 1776 end 1777, under Captains 
Dane and Yeyes, and in 177 and 1779 as a Sergeant under 
Cactains Hill and Whetmore, He was a participant in the 
battles of white Plains, Trenton, Princeton, and in Spen- 
certs =xpedition to Rhode Island. For these services he 
wes pensioned in 1832, and his icow received the pension 
in 1845, Immediately after his marriaze in 1780, to Lois 
Stanley, he removed to "eri, “pesacnusetts and here his 
nine children were born. In ISLE he followed tne migra- 
tion to Shio and settled near Tainsville. Tventually he 
sept eg tavern at Ferry.
